SPECIAL ORDINANCE NO. 



AN AMENDMENT TO AMENDED SPECIAL ORDINANCE NO. 
S-84-73 FIXING THE SALARIES OF EACH AND EVERY 
APPOINTIVE OFFICER, EMPLOYEE, DEPUTY, ASSISTANT, 
DEP ART MENTAL AND INSTITUTIONAL HEAD OF THE 
CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA FOR THE YEAR 1974, 
AND REPEALING SECTION 2 THEREOF. 


WHEREAS, Section 2 of Amended Special Ordinance No. S-84-73 
provides for a Salary Review Board which Board among other persons 
is composed of the Finance Committee of the Common Council of the 
City of Fort Wayne; and 


WHEREAS, it is the desire of said Common Council and in the 
best interest of conducting the councilmanic business that the 
President of the Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana 
be added to said Salary Review Board. 

THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF FORT WAYNE That: 

SECTION 1: From and after the passage of this Ordinance 
and approval by the Mayor the following amendment shall be in force 
and effect: 


SECTION 2 of the Amended Special Ordinance S-84-73 is 
hereby repealed in its entirety and the following shall be sub¬ 
stituted therefor. 


"SECTION 2. There Is hereby established a Salary 
Review Board, which Board shall consist of the Mayor 
of the City of Fort Wayne, The Controller of said 
City, the Personnel Director of said City, the 
President of the Common Council of said City and 
the Finance Committee of the Common Council of 
said City, the three (3) members of the aforesaid 
Salary Review Committee and a representative of 
the news media. The Personnel Director of said 
City shall serve as ex officio chairman of said 
Salary Review Board and shall call meetings of the 
Board from time to time as the business of said 
Board requires. The Mayor shall select-the 
representative of the news media who shall attend 
each meeting of said Board and 'he may select a 
different representative for each meeting. Said 
representative may take part in the discussions of 
said Board but shall have no vote. 

The Salary Review Board shall (a) establish 
any and all sub-classifications within classifications 
11 through 20 and any classifications which may be 
hereafter addedj (b) approve all compensation fixed 
by this 1974 Salary Ordinance; and (c) approve any 
future Increases in the compensations fixed herein. 
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There shall be no such sub-classifications estab¬ 
lished, no compensation fixed herein, and no increases 
in the compensation fixed herein unless such action has 
the approval of the majority of the...group consisting 
of said President of said Common Council and said Com¬ 
mon Council Finance Committee or their valid proxy at 
the meeting of said Salary Review Board where such 
action is taken. The person or persons holding the 
proxy of said President of said Common Council, or 
said Common Council Finance Committee shall be a member 
of said Common Council selected by said President of 
said Common Council, if absent from said meeting, or by 
the member' of said' Finance Committee who is absent from 
said meeting. 

The Salary Review Board shall function for the 
remainder of the yesr 1974 and for the calendar year 


1975. 


All meetings shall be held after 7:00 P.M. for 
each meeting, and notice of each meeting shall be 
given in writing to the City Clerk at least 48 hours 
prior to each said meeting.” 

SECTION 3. In all other respects except as herein amended 
Amended Ordinance S-04-73 shall be in full force and effect. 


SECTION 4. This Ordinance shall be in full force and 


effect from and after its passage and approval by the Mayor.
